FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Saturday. 
Aug. 3.—The Graf Zeppelin’s position’ 
at 1 o’clock this morning (8 P. M.: 
Friday, New York Time) was ninety | 
miles south of Pico Island, Azores. 
Because of western winds the air- 
ship was proceeding slowly at about 
forty-seven miles an hour on her 
way from here to Lakehurst, N. J. 

While off the Azores the Graf Zep- | 
pelin established 
with the naval 
Washington. 

Failing to receive direct messages 
from the airship, the Zeppelin works 
sent last night the following mes- | 
sage: 

‘‘We are prepared for fifteen min- 
tutes in every hour to. receive mes- 
sages. Why no caijs?” 

The Zeppelin factory is unable tc} 
understand why no messages are 
coming. in, because Dr. Hu SEck- 
ener, the airship’s commander, prom- 
to” be genérfous with reports 
about positions, but nevertheless ev- 
ery one is confident the Graf Zeppe- 
lin is making good progress and that 
ail is weil aboard. 

At 8 o'clock yesierday morning the 
Norddeich station requested the Gras 
Zeppelin to send messages, whicu 
had not arrived clearly, Via a steamer 
which was then near the Zeppelin’s 
assumed position. Whether the Zep- 
pelin received the request. is not 
known. At 8:30 A. M. yesterday the 
Hamburg-American Line received a 
message that the Zeppelin’s position | 
was 300 miles west of Gibraltar. 

Four hours later the Zeppelin wired 
the. Norddeich station that its posi- 
tion was 600 miles west of Gibraitur, 
which means the ship was going al 
sixty-two miles an hour. Both mes- 
sxges were relayed by steamers. 
Since then direct connection with 
Germany has been interrupted. 

The latest weather report from 
Hamburg says the Zeppelin would 
find bad weather from the Azores to 
Newfoundland, which »robably will 
induce the airship to go. southward 
by way of the Bermudas. 

Cruise Program Completed. 

The program for the world cruise 
is now completed. Aifred Bauerete 
of the Zeppelin works has arrived at 
Tokio to prepare for the stop at the 
naval station near Tokio, where 1,000 
men are available for a landing crew. 
The hangar is slightly larger thao 
that at Friedrichshafen. It came 
from Jiiterbog, near Berlin, being 
delivered to Japan under the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. The fieid also pos- 
sesses a mooring mast. 

An American gas expert has ar- 
rived at Tokio from the United 
States with a large supply. Several 
Japanese engineers and ‘mechanics 
are on hand. Spare motors and sev- 
eral boxes of tools and materials for 
Tepairs are due to arrive in Tokio 
in.a few days.

The three leaders, Messrs. 
Curry, McCooey and Flynn, also 
have conferred but reached no deci- 
sion. Another conference of these 
leaders will’ be held next week in an 
attempt to reach an agreement. 

Mr.. McCooey’s. opposition to the 
renomination of Controlier Berry is 
based nominally on the fact - that, 
while a resident of Brooklyn, when 
elected, he since has moved to Staten 
Island... Mr. -McCooey has.-insisted 
that, since Mayor Walker, a-resident 
of Manhattan, is to be renmominated, 
second place on the city ticket must 
go to Brooklyn. .

County “ommittee which 
was scheduled to turn down Borough 
President George U. Harvey for re 
nomination. 

Mr. LaGuardia will begin his 
speaking campaign Monday night 
with addresses at the Twentieth 
Manhattan Assembly District Repub 
lican Club at 107 UWast 125th Street 
and the Eighteenth Manhattan As 
sembly District Club at 173 East 
116th Street. He declared that he in- 
tended to wage an offensive cam- 
paign against Mayor Walker and 
Tammany from now until election 
and declared that, despite reports to 
the contrary, he would have a cam- 
paign fund sufficient for all legiti- 
mate expenses. 


Unmoved by Press Comment. 


Mr. LaGuardia did not show any 
concern over the failure of Republi- 
can newspapers like The Herald 
Tribune, The Evening Sun and The 
Evening Post to approve his designa- 
tion. The Herald Tribune, after de- 
claring that the convention had not 
done as well in. the selection of a 
candidate as in the writing of. a 
platform, reserved judgment. The 
Evening Sun and The Evening Post 
seemed ‘inclined to support Mayor 
Walker as ‘‘the lesser of two evils.” 

Commenting on the editorials in 
these newspapers, Mr. LaGuardia 
said: 4 ; 

‘T firmly believe in a free press. 
Every paper may say what it wanis 
to-about me but it is that paper's 
responsibility. If the criticism is 
fair or not, that is up to the paper.” 

Mr. LaGuardia said he expected to 
meet on Monday or Tuesday the 
county leaders and their associate 
women leaders to whom, with him- 
self, the selection of candidates for 
Controller ‘and President of the 
Board of Aldermen were left by the 
convention. The adoption of this 
resolution bas given Mr. LaGuardia 
virtually the power to select his run- 
ning mates or at least to prevent 
the naming of any one he does not 
deem desirable. 

On Tuesday, Mr, LaGuardia will 
meet his ‘‘war board,” a group of 
friends who have supported his can- 
didacy from the beginning.’ Mem- 
bers of this group will furnish the 
nucleus of the campaign committee 
which he proposes to organize.. 

Expects» Ample ‘Funds. 

“We will get all the money we néed 
for legitimate campaign expenses,’’ 
Mr. LaGuardia said when asked 
ebout a campaign fund and informed 
that it was the current talk among 
both Democratic and Republican 
politicians that he would ‘find it. im- 
possible to raise sufficient money 
for his campaign. “If any contribu- 
tor has the idéa that his contribu- 
tion wil get him ariything’he'is not 
entitlei to, 1: Wish to’ disabuse ‘his 
mind of that idea atthe start.

Says Fossils Prove Man 
Lived Here 25,000 Years Ago 





LOS ANGELES, Aug. 2 @).—The 
discovery in New Mexico recently 
of fossils estimated to be 25,000 
years old and containing what 
was said to be the remains of a 
human skull was described today 
by Dr. William A. Bryan, director 
of. the Los Angeles County Mu- 
seum, as ‘‘the most important his- 
toric discovery ever made in 
America.’’ 

Dr. Bryan made the statement 
in a report to the County Super- 
visors after completing a study of 
the fossils, which were found by 
Roscoe P. Conkling of El Paso, 
Texas, last January. The fossils 
included the remains of a ground 
sloth, a large camel, a prehistoric 
horse, a cave bear and other 
strange creatures. 

“The findings settle conclusive- 
ly,”? said Dr. Bryan, ‘‘the moot 
question as to whether man and 
these animals were co-existent in 
America at that time.’’

CALLED NATIONAL SCANDAL 





Serious Discrepancies Are Reported 
in $30,000,000 Loan Taken From 
Dillon-Read Company. 





ROME, Aug. 2 ().—Krnesto Bel- 
loni, former Mayor of Milan and 
Italy’s financial expert at the peace 
conference in 1919 and the repara- 
tions and debt conferences, was dis- 


missed indefinitely from every polit- 
ical and public activity today by Pre- 
mier Mussolini. 

It was late in the evening before 
the public got wind of what was 
said to be one of the greatest scan- 
dals in the history of the Fascist 
party. 

Millions of lire were said to be 
missing out of a loan of $30,000,000 
to the city of Milan made by the 
New York banking firm of Dillon, 
Read & Co. 

The order of the Premier followed 
an inquiry on the activities of M. 
Belloni while he was’ Podesta 
(Mayor) of Milan. Accusations had 
been brought by Roberto Farinacci, 
former secretary of the Fascist 
party and now provincial secretary 
at Cremona, and a newspaper direc- 
tor. Both Belloni and Farinacci are 
Deputies in Parliament. 

The inquiry was held in eighteen 
sessions, during which some of the 
most noted men in the kingdom 
were questioned. 

Farinacci had charged that Belloni 
had placed the loan with the Amer- 
ican bankers when offers by other 
banks, including the Banca Commer- 
cial Italiana, were more favorable. 

Mussolini declared himself deter- 
mined to find out what became of a 
number of documents missing from 
the archives in Milan. He, however, 
severely censured Farinacci, who 
is a member of the Grand Council, 
for having brought publicly his accu- 
sations against Belloni, which re- 
sulted in discredit to the Fascist 
party. 


The $30,000,000 loan to the city of 
Milan is of direct interest to Premier 
Mussolini because the issue had the 
official approval of the Kingdom of 
Italy, an approval granted only in 
the case of loans for productive pur- 
poses. 

The loan was negotiated in early 
April, 1927, and was one of the most 
conspicuous of the many loans made 
by American bankers to municipali- 
ties and industries in that period. 

The loan was greatly sought after 
here. It constituted the city’s only 
large funded debt, the city’s other 
obligations totaling at that time only 
about $9,800,000. The Kingdom of 
Italy agreed before its flotation to 

urchase the dollar proceeds of the 
fo in lire and to resell to the city, 
at the same exchange rate, the dol- 
lare needed to meet interest and sink- 
ing fund payments when such pay- 
ments became due. 

A score of great New York bank- 
ing houses, including J. P. Morgan 
& Co., bid for the loan. It was 
awarded to Dillon, Read & Co., as 
head of a syndicate which included 
the Guarar‘v Company and Mar- 
shall Field, Glore, ard & Co. It 
was offered publicly at $2, to yield 
7.19 per cent, and was quickly ab- 
sorbed.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—News leaked 
out tonight that four of the nine 
great battleships of the British Med- 
iterranean fleet will soon be trans- 
ferred to the Atlantic fleet. 

While the explanation offered by 
the Admiralty is that the transfers 
are ‘‘mainly owing to the conges- 
tion in the harbor of Malta, where 
the shi have barely room to 
anchor,’”’ there is a disposition in 
some quarters here to link the move- 
ment with the yet unpublished de- 
tails of the MacDonald-Dawes navy 
reduction proposals as they concern 
battleships. 

It is suggested that the four Medi- 
terranean battleships, the Valiant, 
Malaya, Queen Elizabeth and Bar- 
ham, are intended to replace a num- 
ber of ships of similar rating in the 
Atlantic fleet and that ppearhs all 
the Atlantic fleet battleships of the 
Tron Duke class may be placed in 
the reserve. These are four in 
number and are the only coal-burn- 
ing battleships which remain in the 
British Navy.

1,000,000 RUSSIANS. 
DESTITUTE IN BXILE 


Sickness, Hunger, Tuberculosis 
Their Lot in Europe, Mrs. 
H. P. Loomis Declares. 








SHE VISITED TEN COUNTRIES 





Found Discriminations as Well as 
Indifference—Calls on Americans 
to Aid Relief Society,

PARIS, Aug. 2.—Eleven years after 
the World War is over, 1,000,000 ex- 
iled Russians in various countries of 
Europe are in a pitiful condition of 
Gestitution, struggling against sick- 
ness and hunger, not only unaided 
and forgotten by their former friends 
and allies, but faced with indiffer- 
ence and often with obstacles delib- 
erately set in their way. 

This is the finding of Mrs. Henry 
P. Loomis of Tuxedo Park, N. Y., 
who has just returned to Paris 
after a tour of investigation under- 
taken by her at her personal expense 
on behalf of the American Society 
for the Relief of Russian Exiles, 
which was organized and incorporat- 
ed in New York last March. 

Mrs. Loomis visited ten different 
countries, starting from Paris and 
then going to Lyons, Grenoble, the 
Riviera and Monaco, continuing by 
automobile through Northern Italy, 
Croatia, Slovenia, Serbia, Bulgaria, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Germany, 


Holland and Belgium. She was ac-! 


companied by a former Colonel of 
the Russian Imperial Army and 
made personal inquiry at all the 
laces visited into the condition of 
he Russian exiles and their needs 
and status in the country, interview- 


| ing both the Russians themselves and 
ithe highest government and _ local 


authorities. 
More Than 2,500,000. 

“There are upward of 2,500,000 Rus- 
Sian exiles,’’ said Mrs. Loomis today, 
‘“‘and I find that about 1,500,000 have 
succeeded in making themselves self- 
supporting. The other million is in 


;a pitiable condition. Due to under- 


nourishment a large number have 
become tubercular and are dying or 
in urgent need of help. Others, who 
belong chiefly to the intellectuals and 
who were trained men in higher vo- 
cations, are obliged to engage in the 
hardest day labor in the mines or 
rice fields and are fortunate if they 
earn enough to eat. 

“I went through schools, work- 
shops, homes, hospitals, churches 
and dispensaries obtaining definite 
first-hand information on the entire 
problem of Russian exiles. I found 
to my surprise that though there had 
been many sporadic attempts to aid 
individuals or small groups, I was 
the first person in all these ten years 
who had made any comprehensive 
effort to study the Russian exile 
problem.’’ 

Mrs. Loomis said she was brought

to the regrettable conclusion that the 
Pe ead these exiles must be at- 
d to the absolute indifference 
of the rest of the world. She found 
them hempered and discriminated 
egainst in obtaining _ employment. 
with the exception of the lowest and 
most dangerous types of labor. She 
found them further impeded by the 
refusal of other’nations to give them 
any kind of legal status, by inability 
to get passports or visas, by hostile 
labor and immigration laws and fre- 
quently by “unwarranted deporta- 
tions. + 

Only three governments, those of 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia and Bul- 
garia, have done anything to aid the 
Russian: refugees, Mrs. Loomis said. 
The Serbs have done most, assisting 
them to find employment and organ- 
izing relief work to the best of their 
scanty resources. 

“Great harm has. been done to de- 
serving Russians,’’ Mrs, Loomis 
said, “‘by numerous dndividuals who 
showed a tendency to impose upon 
 selobbrpi generosity. But since my 
nquiry I know that hundreds of 
thousands of deserving, well-edu- 
cated, cultured. Russians have been 
facing starvation, fighting without 
complaint and without asking any 
one to help their hopeless fight. 

At the completion of my trip. 
which covered between 8,000 and 
9,000 miles, I contemplate their plight 
with enormous pity and regret; regret 
because so little has been done, pity 
because of the unparalleled suffer- 
ing endured by those who fall from 
a position of security and impor- 
tance into the abyss of misery and 
oblivion. 

“T have come back with three 
distinct impressions: first, that these 
helpless members of a great nation 
have been treated by the European 
and American world with an un- 
exampled severity and lack of under- 
standing; second, that the smaller 
and poorer nations have been the 
first to respond, and third, that 
through ignorance and indifference 
in various countries, distinguished 
Russian exiles have become like mice 
at the mercy of adroit cats. 


Tubercular Rate ‘Incredible.’ 


“The older exiles, becoming older, 
have become incapable of caring for 
themselves even in the small necessi- 
ties of daily life. The wage-earners 
and students are being stricken with 
tuberculosis in a percentage that is 
incredible. The students are being 
forced to fall into the Position of 
simple day laborers, while the 
children are kept in unhygienic sur- 
roundings, undernourished. 

““My conclusion from all this, and 
I speak as an American, is that we 
must take hold of this human prob- 
lem, bringing to bear upon its best 
resources our brains, our practics] 
common sense and our feeling of 
brotherhood. We must first give irn- 
mediate relief and aid to those suf- 
fering and next remove those ob- 
stacles which now prevent Russian 
exiles from successfully attaining 
self-help. Lastly, we can aid them 
to better their condition by their own 
efforts.’’ 

Mrs. Loomis said that the Ameri- 
can Society for the Relief of Russian 
Exiles aimed to organize, under an 
all-American board, constructtive re- 
lief work according to American 
methods and apply them to the entire 
problem of Russian exiles. She in- 
tends to go to Geneva for the League 
of Nations Assembly in September 
to try to obtain League cooperation 
in caring for tubercular Russians an‘l 


also in removing legal impediments 
to the exiles. . .

JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 2.—Dr. J. 
S. Haldane’s revolutionary proposals 
for combating miners’ phthisis was 
keenly discussed by a gathering of 
distinguished scientists of the engi- 
neering and physiology sections of 
the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science here today. 
Dr. Haldane’s proposal is briefly 
that as saturation of the atmosphere 
at deep levels to lay dangerous dust 
brings out conditions of depressing, 
moist heat which limits the output 
and the depth at which mining can 
be pursued, consideration should be 
given to the introduction of softer 
shale dust, which would counteract 
the effect of hard silica dust. 
While several speakers admitted to- 
day that a supply of dry air instead 
air-laden moisture at deep workings 
would reduce the temperature, they 
held that there must still be much 
investigation before the theory could 
be put into practice. 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 2 (#).—An 
all-around reduction of wages, affect- 
ing all industries, is needed in Great 
Britain if trade is to be revived and 
the further spread of unempioyment 
avoided, Professor Henry Clay, Uni- 
versity of Manchester economist, de- 
clared in an address here today be- 
fore the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Reviewing the growth of collective 
bargaining in Great Britain and the 
indirect effect of unemployment re- 
pot i wage rates, Professor Clay 
said: 

“The need of industry, so far as 
wage adjustments can meet it, is for 
an all-around reduction, which will 
affect the indirect costs, simultane- 
ously with the direct costs, of every 
industry.’’ 


HAPSBURG COLONY GONE. 


Wireless to THE New YorK TIMES. 

VIENNA, Aug. 2.—News that the 
red flag of the Soviets had been 
hoisted over Franz Josef Land has 
induced retrospective melancholy in 
Vienna, since it means the alienation 
of the only colony which the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire ever acquired. 
The newspapers today evoke 
memory of Julius von Payer and 
Hans von Weyprecht, who as 
leaders of an Austro-iungarian ex- 
pedition, discovered thcse Arctic 
islands fifty-five years ago and 
hoisted over them the banner of the 
Hapsburgs. Eleven years after the 
break-up of the empire the last ter- 
ritory of its sovereignty, if only 
over icebergs and whales, has fallen 
under foreign rule and there remains 
to the Hapsburgs only the gloomy 
crypt of the Capucines.

The first to 
felicitate the Bremen’s skipper was 
Dr. Carl, president of the Bremen 
Customs Department.

Next to felicitate Captain Ziegen- 
bein was a delegate from the Senate 
of the city of Bremen; then came 
officials of the North German Lloyd 
and of the company which built the 
Bremen, and, finally, the Mayor oi 
Bremerhaven, 

Captain Ziegenbein concluded his 
acknowledgement of the _ profuse 
greetings by proposing three rousing 
cheers for President von Hindenburg, 
who named the Bremen. 

Captain Ziegenbein expressed him- 
self as highly pleased with the 
Bremen’s performance on the return 
trip, and said the engines were only 
exerted to their nominal capacity 
the maximum run having been 667 
nautical miles in twenty-three hours, 
which is at a speed of about twenty- 
nine knots. The work of catapulting 
the mail plane at Cherbourg pro- 
ceeded smoothly despite rough 
weather there. he declared. 

He appeared especially touched by

bonds and stock of The Journal. This 
woull leave a minority of the hold- 
ings to S. E. Thomason and John 
Stewart Bryan, who bought The 
Journal from the John C. Eastman | 
estate in June, 1928.

Edward R. Carroll, chief clerk of 
the court, informed District Attorney 
Banton yesterday that Judge Mui- 
queen will substitute for Judge Man- 
cuso beginning Monday. There was 
no indication how long Judge Man- 
cuso would defer his return to the 
bench. It was said that it would be 
probably a week or two, since he is 
to appear as a witness before the 
extraordinary grand jury investigat- 
ing the criminal phases of the City 
Trust Company failure and is also to 
appear before the joint committee of 
the City and County Bar Associa- 
tions. Several persons close to Judge 
Marcuso said that with his appear-

thought it best to wait until he had 
finished testifying.

The 
dispute flamed in Europe and then 
provoked a bitter price-cutting con- 
test in India. Later, after thgt con- 
test had ended, the two companies 
were believed to have buried the 
hatchet. The Russian question is no 
longer an irritant, the Royal Dutch 
interests themselves having resumed 
relations with the Soviets. 

For some months, however, the 
Royal Dutch subsidiaries have been 
increasingly aggressive in the Unitea 
States and now have marketing fa- 
cilities in every State except Texas. 
The Shell Union Oi] Company of Cal- 
ifornia, a Royal Dutch organization, 
has financed its expansion program 
to a large extent through the sale of 
its securities in this market. 

Sir Henri Deterding, managing di- 
rector of the Royal Dutch, recently 
came into conflict with American oil 
interests over the latter’s pruposal 
to advance the basic export price of 
gasoline. Plans to put such an in- 
crease into effect were held up, it is 
understood, after a vigorous protest 
had been filed by Sir Henri. com- 
mission of American oil executives is 
now in Europe conferring with Sir 
Henri and other oil operators on this 
and related questions.

Philip Goodman, theatrical and 
Musical comedy producer, applied in 
the Supreme Court yesterday for an | 
injunction restraining the Drama- 
tists’ Guild of the Authors League | 
of America from putting into effect 
a ruling declaring him in bad stand- 
ing with the Guild, and for an order 
directing the Guild to notify its mem- 
bers at once that he is in good stand- 
ing. Goodman alleges that unless 
this is done his plans for the future 
will be ruined and he will lose val- 
uable contracts with Mary Faton and 
Oscar Shaw, musical comedy stars. 

The papers show that Mr. Good- 
man originally contracted for ‘‘The 
Ramblers” and ‘‘The Five o’Clock ; 
Gir],’’ and that in 1926, with the con- 
sent of the authors, he assigned 
‘‘The Ramblers’”’ to the Clamac Cor- 
poration, and in 1927 assigned ‘‘The 
Five o’Clock Girl’ to the Maros Cor- 
poration. He states that both pro- 
ductions were successful in New 
York, but that on the road they lost 
more than $100,000, although the au- 
thors and composers received $155,- 
000 in royalties.

LIQUOR CRAFT IS BURNED.

Boy, a Lake Erie liquor-runner, was 
burned to the water’s edge and its 
$9,000 cargo of Canadian ale de- 
stroyed four miles off Edgewater 
Beach today. 

The pilot and crew had disappeared 
by the time a Coast Guard cutter 
and two city fire tugs reached the 
scene.

Staff Correspondent of The New York Times, 
WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 2.— 
=xpressing the view that nearly all 

modern wars have been caused by 

commercial rivalries among nations, 

Dr. Thomas Walker Page, chairman 

of the Council of the Institute of 

Economics in Washington and the 

first chairman of the Tariff Com-; 

mission, proposed before the Insti- 

tute of Politics here today that a 

special commercial division of the 

World Court be established, to which 

would be referred disputes arising 

out of international trade questions. 


Dr. Page said he felt confident that 
by this means friction engendered 
among nations by restriction of 
trade in raw materials, especially 
those monopolistically held, would be 
minimized, thus providing a remedy 
for a potent cause of wars. 


Likened to Federal Trade Body. 


The division, or commission, that 
would be set up would establish 
findings as to what was fair and 
cquitable between different nations 
and their industries and peoples 
and would render opinions about 
which, it could be hoped, public 
opinion of the world would crystal- 


ize. Such a commission, according 
to Dr. Page, would function in the 
field of international trade in a man- 
rer similar to the Federal Trade 
Commission, which decides what is 
fair and what is unfair in domestic 
trade matters. He also suggested an 
international conference to formulate 
an agreement on basic principles in- 
volving government control of access 
to raw materials. 

Dr. Page’s suggestions were made 
at the conclusion of an address at 
the opening session of the round 
table discussion on ‘‘trade relations 
as affected by politics, science and 
finance,’’ presided over by Dr. Har- 
rison E. Home of Washington. Other 
round table discussions today took 
up inter-Allied debts and reparations, 
the interests of United States citi- 
zons in Latin-America and post-war 
constitutional changes in Europe. 

Sharply differing opinions on Mex- 
ican fiscal and economic policy were 
expressed at the first general confer- 
erce on Mexico, led by Dr. Eyler N. 
Simpson. 


Calls Barriers a Menace. 


In his recommendation of an In- 
ternational Trade Commission under 
the jurisdiction of the World Court, 
Dr. Page indicated that such a com- 


mission would have ho jurisdiction 
over American tariff matters. He 
held that it would be possible to ob- 
tain official support for his proposal 
if the commission’s activities related 
to those other types of trade barriers 
which are of real concern to Amer- 
ican jndustries and which menace 
complete industrial development be- 
cause of their limitation of supplies 
of raw materials. 

Among the raw materials held to 
be Government monopolies or quasi- 
monopolies and concerning+ which 
there have been bitter disputes, Dr. 
Page mentioned rubber, controlled 
by Great Britain; coffee, largely con- 
trolled by Brazil. natural nitrates by 
Chile, antimony by China, paper pulp 
and nickel by Canada, camphor by 
Japan, and potash by a Franco-Ger- 
man combine. | 

Dr. Page, who was a member of | 
the preparatory commission which | 
planned the World Economic Con- 
sress of 1927, at which the problem 
of raw materials was discussed, de- 
nied the view that the United States 
was ‘fomnipotent in commercial mat- 
tors and that we can punish the 
other nations when we are so dis- 
posed.”’ 

Such a belief. he said, was based 
on the principle that this country 
could retaliate against other nations 
ff it did not agree with their trade 
policies. Retaliation was impossible, 
he declared, because restriction of ex- 
ports is unconstitutional and in ad- 
dition there is no raw material of 
which this nation has anything ap- 
proaching a monopoly and production 
of which could be restricted. 


Holds Cooperation Essential. 


Even if the United States had a 
complete monopoly of any raw ma- 
terial, a policy of restricting expor- 
tation of such material would work 
greater havoc among American pro- 
cucers than the benefits such a pol- 
icy might hope to attain, Dr. Page 
added. He asserted that retaliatory 
measures were apt to provoke coun- 
ter-reprisals. 

The only recourse he saw was for 
the United States to cooperate with 
other nations to the end that if this 
nation wished satisfactory trade re- 
lations with other countries. it must 
assist in developing a doctrine of 





what is fair in international trade 
relations. 
Dr. Page said that his proposal! 


would bring into being more effec- 
tive machinery than any so far de- 
vised for dealing with the problem 
of governmental restrictions on trade 
in raw materials. The first require 
ment is an international agreement 
on basic principles formulated at an 
international conference on govern- 
mental control of access to raw ma- 
terials, he explained. 

In reply te a question as to the 
feasibility of am economic union of 
European States, Dr. Page said the 
matter would not even be worth dis- 
cussing for several] generations be- 
cause there were so many thing: 
which divided the peoples of Europe 
and which would have to bé elimi- 
nated before a customs union conld 
be taken up seriously. He contended 
that the trade barriers raised after 
the World War were more destruc- 
tive of good relationship between the 
mations than any tariffs erected 
since the Napoleonic period.

lant from one who had been accus- 
tomed to use such an aid. 


Differences Arise Over Mexico. 


At the general conference on Mex- 
ico differences of opinion developed 
when G. Butler Sherwell, formerly 
in charge of the Latin-American fi- 
nance section of the Department of 
Commerce, painted a gloomy picture 
of Mexican conditions. On the other 
hand, Mexican conditions were de- 
scribed as extremely hopeful by En- 
rique Munquia Jr., international 
layer, of Washington. Other speak- 
ers were Edgar Turlington of Co- 
lumbia University, formerly assis- 
tant solicitor of the State Depart- 
ment, and Franz Schneider, financial 
editor of The New York Sun. 

Mr. Sherwell, quoting from a pri- 
vate study of the history of the 
Mexican debts, said that out of | 
about 119 years of independent na- {| 
tional existence the Mexican na-| 
tional debt had been in default about 
eighty years and that in only fifteen 
fiscal years did revenues balance ex- 
penditures.. Referring to Mexico’s 
capacity to meet its obligations as {| 
affected by its social reforms, Mr. | 
Sherwell asserted that about half of 
the privately owned cultivated acre- 
age of Mexico had been seized by the 
government for distribution among 
the peons. 

Quite apart from the social ques- 
tion involved as to the wisdom of 
“bringing Mexico back to the pre- 
conquest system of communal] land 
holdings,’’ Mr. Sherwell argued that 
the problem of compensation would 
seriously affect the economic status 
of the country and its ability to pay. 

“Just what justification the Mexi- 
can Government may find for its 
policy of land expropriation, without 
first having adopted a sound and 
well-defined program regarding the 








ceive,’’ he said. 
Says Stress Was Put on Money. 


Mr. Munquia began his defense of 
Mexico by saying that his country 
‘‘has been subject to a relentless 
campaign in this country of very 
malign defamation.’”” He asserted 
that in the past money had been 
advanced in the form of loans to 
Mexico and other undeveloped coun- 
tries with greater consideration to 
the high value of money in those 
countries rather than to ‘‘humani- 
tarian motives.’’ 

“It has been the aim of the Mexi- 
can Government,’’ he said, ‘‘to dig- 
nify the forsaken peon and to render 
him more productive in the long 
run to himself and to his own coun- 
try,’’ said the lawyer. ‘Statesmen, 
as opposed to business men, think 
in terms of generations to come, not 
in terms of yearly dividends.”’ 

Declaring that Mexico wished to in- 
demnify foreigners for revolutionary 
excesses, Mr. Munquia argued that 
in strict compliance with interna- 
tional law no such liability might be 
based on revolutionary wrong. 

“It is absurd,’’ he continued, ‘‘to 
ask that a commotion such as the 
Mexican people suffered may permit 
simultaneously a prompt. fulfillment 
of what in truth are dependent obli- 
gations. 

‘In this respect let me remind you 
that notwithstandin defaults no 
foreign investor in Mexican Govern- 
ment bonds has ever lost a cent of 
his money from the time of the 
usurious English debt, and that not 
only has he recovered at least the 
issue price but interest of 1 or 2 
per cent.” 


Says Others Wrote Dawes Plan. 


Professor Jacob Viner of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, at the opening 
of his round table on interally debts 
and reparations, said it was general- 
ly conceded that the 'awes plan was 
chiefly written by two Englishmen, 
Sir Josiah Stamp and Sir Arthur 
Salter. General Dawes’s name, Dr. 
Viner said, was attached to the plan 
chiefly to.give it.an American flavor, 
although he is supposed to have had 
little to do with the working out vf 
the plan. Dr. Viner credited Owen D. 
Young. with a valuable contribution 
to the plan in the form of vetoing 
unworkable and undesirable fea- 
tures. ’ 

Professor Herbert I. Priestly of the 
University of California character- 
ized the policy of the United States 
as “‘benevelent imperialism’’ in its

been apologetic, self-exculpating and 
hesitant.’”’

“Tf the amount of educational op- 
portunity which a State provides for 
its children is a fair test of its edu- 
cational effectiveness, the Southern 
States are compelled to take low 
rank. The average annual school 
term of all the forty-eight States 
exceeds by nearly a month and a 


of the Southern States. A third of 
the total school population of a State 
which claims to be the most ad- 
vanced of all the Southern group 
have only six months schooling a 


year.” 
Dr. Knight said the “blight of 
iNiteracy’’ has spread through wide 


areas in the South. Referring to an 


unnamed State which ranks as the} 


leader in agriculture, industry and 
material progress in the South, he 
declared that 10 per cent of the adult 
native white population are illiter- 
ate. Of the 260,000 illiterates among 
native-born white women in the 
eleven Southern States, 115,000 are 
concentrated in the three States of 
Louisiana, North Carolina and Ten- 


/nessee, he said. 


“The attainment of the Southern 
States has been even less in li- 
braries,’’ Dr..Knight continued. ‘‘In 
public libraries we are at the bottom 
of the list. Forty-three per cent of 
the population of the United States 
are without public library facilities. 
Seventy-one per cent of the people of 
the South are without such facili- 
ties. The average per capita expendi- 
tures for public library service for 
the country is 33 cents. In the 
Southern States it ranges downward 
from 18 cents in Florida to 4 cents 
in North Carolina and 2 cents in 
Mississippi.’’ 

“The first step away from these 
conditions can be taken by the 
Southern States only through their 
frank admission of these shortcom- 
ings,’? Dr. Knight said in conclusion. 
‘‘We must face the facts honestly. 
Satisfaction with what we have done 
in recent years should not blind us 
to what now needs to be done. We 
must get over our acute sensitiveness 
to just criticism and we must learn 
that exaggerated claims of progress, 
so often made by influential Southern 
leaders, are often interpreted as 
actual defenses of our educational 
deficiencies.’’

Preparedness the Commissioner 
Against of Hospitals that 
Pneumonia. ‘Pecial provisions 


are being made to 
insure adequate supplies of pneu- 
monia serum in the hospitals before 
Winter comes may be taken as an- 
other indication of the progress in 
the control of this disease. 

Although the new serum is by no 
means infallible, it is well regarded 
by doctors, and there is reason to 
hope that in time it will be so de- 
veloped as to be useful in all ex- 
cept the most desperate cases. One 
of the advantages of the widespread 
use of such a remedy is that special- 
ists have more opportunities to study 
| its effectiveness and so may be able 
| to help in improving it. 

When as much advance has been 
made in the control of common colds 
as has already been made in such 
plagues as smallpox and typhoid, it 
is not unlikely that the pneumonia 
incidence will decline sharply. Till 
then, however, all precautions that 
can be taken to help those who fall 
ill of this disease must be consid- 
ered invaluable. The city has done 
well to insure a large supply of 
serum against the pneumonia season.

In a talk at the Ross Institute in 
London the other day Sir Matcoum 
Watson said that in India “many 
medical men still believed that it was 
quite impossible to control the 
mosquito ecoromically anywhere.”’ 
Sir Matcotm put the case in this 
way: 

In one area, jungle had to be cleared and 
the disease disappeared entirely: in another 
area, the jungle must be preserved over 
streams to control malaria. Water was 
taken under ground in subsoil pipes in one 
Rlace, and in another open drains suf- 
ficed. Sometimes it was cheaper to re- 
move buildings and exterminate the mos- 
quitos which caused the malaria. 

In Assam the disease is widespread 
and destructive, but it is still to be 
dealt with in a preventive way. In 
the meantime ‘‘doctors on estates, 
engineers and managers should be 
persuaded to come to the Ross Insti- 
tute when on leave to learn what can 
be done to control malaria.’’ 

Two-thirds of Ceylon‘is ‘‘uninhabi- 
table on account of malaria.’’ There 


was a time in the last century when 
malaria in severe form was not 
known in Western and Central 
Bengal. Now it claims thousands of 
victims and the faculty is terribly 
everworked in combating it.

A glimmer of hope 
shines through the dark clouds which 
have hung over Florida’s great 
destiny. 

No greater encouragement can 
come to Floridians than to know that 
Northern public opinion is in their 
behalf and enthusiastic over their ef- 
forts to come back into their own.

THE ETHICS OF ACCOUNTING. 


Means Are Provided for Disciplining 
Organized Practitioners, 
To the Editor of The New York Times:

or more for their sugar in a year, 
than if there were greater price.

Senater Smoot stoutly defended his , 
proposal, despite reports from the |

price of raw sugar at about 6 cents 
a pound, the present price being 
about 5.75 cents.

of its conditions; they further agreed 
that no men should be withdrawn 
from buildings to unionize shops 
where union conditions were not rec- 
ognized under the arbitration plan;

be no discrimination’ against any 
members of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association and to see that 
}ocal Union No. 3, Electrical Work- 
ers, members_of their council, ac- 
cepted these conditions. 

‘These agreements the council did 
not carry out, and on May 13 repu- 
diated many of them. Therefore the 
executive committee of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association ad- 
vises all members that, until further 
notice from this association, there is 
to be no change in the wages or 
hours from those prescribed in the 
present agreements.” ;
